The Senator very probably might feel that in his 
own case, with his own strong conviction respect- 
ing our title, it would be want of nerve which alone 
could induce him to yield an inch. But ihe Selui- 
tor would probably admit that now and then there 
might be, iiere and there, a man found, ay, and a 
representative too,and one who repreBt;nled a brayo 
aud a generous people — a people as insensible to 
fear and as calm in danger us the honorable Senator 
or his honorable cunslilnency — who might, nev- 
ertheless, believe that this Oregon (question was u 
suitable subject of negotiation and compromise. — 
The Senator, he premmed, did not intend to in- 
sinuate that any gentleman here was ready, 
through coward fear, to surrender the rights of his 
country; nevertheless, this might be a very gen- 
teel way of putting in tho spurs to one suspected 
of not having too much courage. It might bo 
very good policy to say to such a gentleman. — 
"The worUi has been hitherto under the impression 
that you have not much nerre. Now the way for 
you al once lo dissipate that suspicion, and toprovo 
that you are a man of ncrv:, will bo lo plunge tho 
nation at once into war." 

Now, gentlemen might think it very proper to 
put spurs of this description to men who had not 
really courage enough to resist and withstand such 
an application. Nobody desired to be considered 
cowardly; and though the world might very well 
uniierslaiid that a certain individual lacked uerve, 
yet if it could be contrived lo draw tlie public niiiid 
to this question of nerce or no nerve, some gentle- 
men might bo induced by that very considemliou 
to show a terrible amount of nerre; indeed, w boso 
native courage, without such an artificial stimulus, 
never would propel them to the perfannancc of a 
brave deed. Such men in gbt shrink from stand- 
ing up to the line unless they felt the prick of the 
bayuiiet a posteriori. There might be a good 
many timid men who, if left lo their own judg- 
ment, might be weak enough to think thftl Uie 
country would not t>e disgraced by uegutiations 
on such a question. So for as .Mr. C. wa» con- 
cerned, he was very apt to judge the feelings of 
men by the general result of experience; which 
was, Uiat men who brag greatly of their bravery 
were nol quite so brave as Ihey wished to be 
tliouglil. He knew, too, thatsoiiio men spoke from 
passion, and others from calculation, for his own 
part, he did not greatly like lo gel into a diflicully, 
and he generally supposed his adversary did not 
like il any better than hiiiuelf- The result of big 
personal calculation had been ratlier to avoid 
scrapes than to seek after them. He had seen your 
airy vaporing spirits met before mrw by a modest, 
quiet, and apparently spiritless man, and when 
things came to an issue ho had generally observed 
either that Uio braggart quailed before his adver- 
sary, or else got well whipped in the tight. At all 
events, he did not consider tho present occasion as 
any great and decided t-?st of nerve- Wo were 
safe yet as men could be. 

Mr. Breese said Iho honorable Senator had giv- 
en a coloring to his remarks which was not quite 
justiBed by tlio language ho used. He had made 
1 no professions of individual courage, nor did he 
attribute any superiority in point of courage to 
tin- people whom he represented: he was merely 
; presenting, as he thought, in a strong point of 
I light, the deelaration of the President himself to 
Congress, that our tiUe is unquestionable, and call- 
ing Uie attention of the Senate to the fact that af- 
ter the expiration of the year, after the giving of 
notice, we slioubl be in a condition lo pursue or 
abandon our rights as might then be determined: 
and expressing the conviclion that when that period 
arrived, it would test the nerve of of the Ameri- 
can people. That was the allusion which he had 
made, and he was really surprissed that the Sen- 
ator should have givon it tuch a coloring as ho 
had. 

Mr. Allen. Tliero were two words in the rc- 
solntion which admitted of a very extended, a very 
limited, or a very medium sense, as might suit Ihe 
convenience of those by whom it was to be con- 
strued. They were require.l to say lo tho nation 
and to the world, by adoption of that resolution 
that they earnesUy desired tliat this long standing 
controversy respecting limits in the Oregon terri- 
tory should be speedily settled by negotiation and 
compromise. Now, what was meant by the 
word compromise? What, then, was the meaning 
of that word ! 

All thai he desired to know was. What was the 
precise and accurate meaning of the word compro- 
mise? Whether iu the first place, it meant a di- 
vison of the territory, and the surreuder of a part 
of il lo Great Britain? And, if so, what part? — 
Where was the line to be run? And for what 
equivalent were they to make tho surrender? — 
Whether it was to be for some equivalent, or for 
none! Whether they were required to make the 
surr»ad»r for au equivalent, from the dread of the 
consequences of not making Iho surrender? That 
is all. 

One other rem-irk of the Senator from Geor. 
eia, which it seemed proper to advert to was 
that the propositi. in of the President to compro- 
mise bv a division of tho territory at Ibe 4 Uh 
piralled, was the old proposition made by his 
predecessors. The Senator scjmed to suppos* 
that iho fact of tendering ibis proposition was lo 
be taken as evidence of the real opinion ol the 
President, rather thin his own declaration of "itle 
covering ihe whole territory. To see how the 
matter i-eolly stood, ihev hod but to revert lo the 
circuinsianees oiidor which th-\t ofler was made, 
i'he President of the United Stales himself de- 
(-lare that be made it because be felt himself in 
some do <ree bound bv w hat his predecessors had 
done, and th it he withdrew it when ft was rejoc- 
•cd, and acted on his own original opinion, ns 
expressed in his inauaurnl adilross, which was 
t int our title wns unquesiionable up to the Rus- 
sian line, IS sltled in 1814, fixing 54 dog 40 min. 
as the boundary. 

Something b-id been said with regard to the 
vicv»s of tho Executive. In relbrenco to that, bo 
!nd i>iily to refer gentlemen to the message itself, 
and ho would announce hero that the view of ibn 
I'.esidcnl had undergone no change, nor shadow 
of change He did nol desire lo go into the gaiio- 
ral discu%ion of ihis mailer now, for lioliad had a 
■Trealer share alrendv in the debate ihon had lallen 
to anv "lie individuiil, and ho bnd merely risen at 
presenl lor .he purpose of allbrding tho Senator 
iro:n (Joorjit tho opportunitv ut explaning 
more pieeisley the meaning of his resolution. 

.Mr. Allen said he had staled nolbin|,' but what 
I'.ie pub,!.; documents iiifor.iied him ol. The ar- 
-u-nen saecompaoyin^ the withdrawal of the pro- 
poailion expressly leasserled our claim up to llie 
\\i sA-in houndarv. Thai wns whni he h id said,

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I lid upciii llm mill' l):ni-(>d liini. 

Mr Colquitl. But Ihis is where we all »t«iid. 
The Pronidi'nt certainly claims up lo 51 » 4U', and 
so do we; butdoes tluil argue that the President 
. unsiders the line fixed and seltled? Does he con- 
sider it so fixed and settled that to coinproTinse 
r.liort of that boundary would be a national dishon- 
or ? 'I'hero is, if 1 may judge li oiii the correspon- 
dence, no such evidence Uiere. Wliat does the 
S. erclary mean when he says in Ins last lelter:— 
• Two great nations, so closely bound together by 
Iheir commercial lies, ought to bo able amicab y to 
arrange Ihis question between themselves? What 
does he moan when he says this? Cannot arbi- 
tration settle it? Am I lo suppose that the line 
has been so fixed that there can be no compromise? 
Judging from tlie correspondence, I would lake ex- 
actly the reverse of this position. I would be led 
I..) believe thHt they feel they can do each otherjus- 
tiee by negotiation. It was Iho construction which 
1 placed upon that part of the President's message, 
.iiid upon the correspondence, which induced me to 
offer the 2d section of my resolution: if negoiiation 
:iud compromise be inadmiasable, that we niayun- 
ilersland how lo vote v. hen those measures of ap- 
propriation come up, wliicli will, in that case, be 
necessary, that is all. 

But the Senator from Ohio says we imist hsve 
Iho exact dimensions — we must draw a line Why 
iliat is w hat I want thu negotiators to do. 1 desire 
Ilial Ihey should take their own legitimate work 
nilo their own hands. But if we say to them that 
ilie compromise of an inch of Oregon would be a 
national disgrace, why, of course llie President will i 
slop all negotiation; and I niaile the proposition to j 
see whetlier there should be compromise at all. — | 
.My own convictions, as expressed Iho other day, 
are, that our title is not so clear to the whole of j 
( ircgou that it would be a national disgrace to ne- 
t^otiate and compromise, and 1 desire to test the 
sense of the Seirnte upon that point. 

Mr. Calhoun rose and said, it is very obvious 
that the great question involved in this matter is 
rliis; Can the controversy between lis and Great 
Jlritain be settled by negotiation and compromise? 
or is it to be settled by an assertion of our right to 
the entire territory, and an appeal to arms? What- 
everdoubts have heretofore existed upon this point, 
there can be none afigr the declaration of to-day, 
that thin i.*; the real quvstion involved. A question 
of greater moment never has been preseuted in 
t ongrees from the days of the lievoliitiun to the 
present. Sir, 1 hold it eminently desir.ible that the 
Senate should make an expression of their opinion 
upon this important matter. 1 cannot believe that 
there is a single .Senator who has not made up his 
mind upon it, or who can hesitate to respond yea 
or nay, when the question is put in the form of an 
umendment to the resolution. Sir, I hold it itn- 
jiortuiit that they should respond. It is necessary 
to know the sense of this body, in ordsr to guide 
our future legislation. If we mean to maintain 
our title by force of arms, let us begin, let us lay 
aside all other things; and let me say, if genllemen 
do not begin with the necessary measures before 
involving the country in a war, you are most like- 
ly to be discomfited; and foremost among those 
important measures ore those relating to your fi- 
nances. Sir, I hold it to be desirable to guide the 
business men of the country. They know not 
what to do nor have they known for the Inst three 
months. The property of thousands has been per- 
iled, and millions upon millions have been lost. — 
Sir, there ought to be an end to this state of ex- 
citement. With due deference to the Executive, 
and without intending the slightest disrespect, I 
must say I greatly regret that it has been left in 
the state of uncertainty it has. Sir, I deem it to 
be imiiortunt, and 1 speak without hesitation on 
this point, that it should be passed this very day, 
because, whatever our decision is, it itdesirable in 
my opinion that it should reach thft other side of 
the .Mlaiitic as speedily as possible. 

Sir, I believed from the boijining of the scs 
sion thni the great question ol peace nnd war 
depended upon this body — upon your grnviiy, 
your wi'doin, and your patriotism ; and I trust 
tl at such a resjSonrfl will be given Mis vtry day 
BS will quiet the fears of millions on both sides 
of llie Atliintic. Sir, I entertain the most cour. 
teouj; Coel ngs towards the Senator from llliniis 
and 1 would indulge him with the time ho re 
quire*, if I could consistently with my duty. 
And let nic say to the Senator that a slight dilfer. 
oiico in rrore phraseology can be ol little cunse 
quince, so far as great questions arc concerned; 
as it is not proposed, J presume, lo go further 
than try the sense of t!ie Senate upon this amend 
ineni at this time, nnd hereafter he will have an 
opportunity to express bis views to whatever ex 
wnt he wishes. 

Mr. Crittenden. The Senator from Illinej 
eays he differs entirely from me. Then lie 
tnusi nii.^uuderstnnd me. Did he suppose mt 
to say I would sacrifice the honor and interest ol 
the ceuniry to preser\e peace 
Mr. Brre^e. Certainly not. 
Mr. Ciirienden. If then peace can bo pre- 
served consistently with the honor and inieresl 
of the country, I ask it he differs from me? 
Mr. Breese. Certainly rot. 
Mr. Johnson, of .Maryland, said it was not his 
purpose to engage in the dobaie. He rose mere 
iv to put r.n inquiry to ihc chairman of the Com 
mittee on Foreign Re'atiuns — in inquiry which 
he deemed called lor by the remarks which lell 
from tlial gentleman — whether he was author, 
ized to say that the President would reluro to 
jiegotiate upon any terms short of 54 deg. 40 
min? 

.Mr. Allen simply referred to the official 
avowals ol' the President. The Senator must 
consult that. 

Further remarks were mnde by Senators Cal- 
houn, Cass nnd Johnson, when the Senate on 
motion adjourned to meet on iMoiiday, by the 
following vote:

all social ha; mony ami the livci of the cit- 
izens of Mercer." j 
Cin iho night of — Mr. (I's daughter a^ 
very accomplished t,nd fashionable w'oman 

was married to Mr. and the wedding 

was celebrated at the father's house in the 
presence of a very le'ect company. It 
was soon ascertained lUaX tiic students of 
Bacon College,* and ilivers oilicrs of the 
people of Mercer were utterly slighted by 
Mr. (t., nnd that the chance of gettiiiff 
any part of llip wedding cake was hope- 
less. Some of the most "respect ah! i" of 
the people, forth'.viih got together in pri 
vale caucus, without "distiiiclion of party," 
to see what was best lo be done to allay 
the public exciiement; or since it was evi- 
dent that the e.xcilement was hourly in- 
creasing, and it was feared that some law- 
less violence might ensue, it was thought 
lhat a more gcr.enil mtethig of the people 
was advisable.

THE^E COMMANDS HAVE ANY ALLUSION TO 
SLAVES. 

Because 1. Tho word servant in ICng- 
lish, and "eJed" in Hebrew, does not ne- 
cessarily mean slave, os wc have abun- 
dantly shown. Norislhcrc anything in 
the connection here that demands such a 
signification of the words, 

2. The Hebrews were just from tho land 
of bondage themselves, and now escaping 
lor their lives through the wilderness; and 
it is rather laughable to talk about their 
having slaves. Tiiese commands were 
given them only a few dayi^ftci- their ex- 
it from Kgypt. ".•» 

3. The master's duty to restrain the 
servant from violating the Sabbath, rested, 
not on the ground that the servant was 
his i)roperty, but upon ihe ground that the 
servant was a mrmher of his household; 
just as his'Vfifo and children were mem- 
bers of his household, but not slaves. — 
Tjierefore, it was the duly of the master 
to see tliat the servant did not violate the 
Sabbath. On the same ground it was the 
mastot's, or honsholdera duty to see that 
the "stranger within his gates"' did not vi- 
olate the Sabbath. r 

Now if the master's duty to rcslratn the 
servant from violating the Sabbath, rested 
on the ground that the servant was his 
properly, then the stranger that was lotlg- 
ing within his gates, and his children were 
slaves. But this would prove too much, 
and, therefore, proves nothing. No one 
will claim it. 

The same principle ohlains in Lev. 22: 
1 I. The servant of tlie Priest might eat 
of tho holy things because he was a mem- 
ber of his family, and was necessarily cir- 
cumcised, see Kxod. li!: 43, -l-l and Gen. 
19: 12, 13, and not merely because he was 
bought with his moltvjr. If the latter 
wore the reason wiiy he might eat, then 
his dog, or ox, might cat, if money had 
been paid for them. 

But it is claimed that the tenth commmvl 
recognises and protects slavery ; because 
it is maintained we can covet only that 
■which is held as property by our neigh- 
bor. Let us test this position also. 

To covet is to desire without a willing- 
ness to give an c(|uivalent, or "to desire 
unlawfully," My neighbor has a white 
boy bound to him for six or eighteen years. 
The boy is very sprightly. Cannot I co- 
vet thai boy— desire him without a willing- 
ness to give an equivalent, though ho be 
not tho slave — the property of my naigli- 
bor. The same would be true if the boy 
were only a hireling. Because I may co 
vet fifis wife, or his child, does it follow 
they are his slaves — his property? Eve- 
ry man knows belter, 'i'heu a man may 
covet that which is not held as the proper- 
ty of bis neighbor. 

2. This comniaud would be necessary 
though the servant of my neighbor was 
not held as a slave, and unlawfully held. 
To illustiato, my neighbor lias a piece of 
stolen cloth; I may covet tho cloth, and 
yet it would be as wrong for me to covet 
the cloth as though ho lawfully, or right- 
fully owned the clolh. Covetousness h 
wrong in me, (1.) because of its influence 
upon my own heart. And (2) because of 
the ofTects itpay produce upon society; the 
outrages ilmay lead to. Hence it is wrong 
to covet, oven that which is wrongfully 
held. Then the connnand is neccesary ; 
and yet at the same time the servant held 
may be unlawfully or wrongfully held, 
and the command may be used without im- 
plying any right to enslave. Lastly, this 
command and tho eighth command are 
death to slavery. They strike at the ve- 
ry foundation of slavery, and forbid the 
elements that compose it. -Thou shall 
not steal." "Thou shall not covet any 
thing that is lliy neighbors." The term 
neighbor, as here used, means any one of 
the human family. About this there can 
be no controversy; because (1.) 'I'lie ori- 
ginal Hebrew word "t-ch, ' denotes a fel- 
low-being, and one of tho human fumi- 

ly- 

(2.) Tbe commandments or moral law 
regulated our duly, not merely to those 
nearby 'us, but to all_and every one of the 
human family. 

If we say the command has ref- 
erence only to those near us, then it will 
read thus: "Thou shall not covet, or steal 
the property of one near by you, hut you i 
may of one far ofF." Now, every man 
knows that it is just as wrong to covet the' 
person, or property of one who is ten! 
miles from us, as ono who is ten steps from 
us. The Saviour uses the word in the 
.same sense when he says, "love thy neigh- 
as thy self. Luke 10: 27. .Matt. 22: 39. 
That is, you shall have the same regard 
for your neighbors rights, welfare, tempo- 
ral and spiritual, as you would have him 
have for yours. Matt. 7: 12. 

He showed the Jew that his neighbor 
was one of another nation, even the Sama- 
ritans — a people despised by the Jews. 

The word may be used in a seconda- 
ry sense denoting one nearby us, but as 
here used, and in many other places in 
the Bible, it means any one of the hu- 
man family. 

Then the command of dod is, "thou 
shalt not steal." "'I'liou shall not covet 
anything that is the right of a fellow-be- 
ing." Now either, or both of these com- 
mands, together with the whole moral law, 
recognise the fact that man has rights; 
for the protection of which the law was 
given. Remember, the law was not given 
to invest rights, but to protect rights al- 
ready existing. And the law recognises 
these rights as belonging to man as viar. — 
to every iwlividual man. Among the rights 
thus protected, are the rights to protec- 
tion of person, protection of character, 
protection of property. These rights ne- 
cessari y presuppose ihe right af personal 
owttership — the foundation of all other 
rights— in which all others inhere. I can- 
not acquire, or hold property unless I own 
myself. It may all belong to the man 
to whom I belong. So with the other 
rights here guarded. The moral law then 
recognises tho fact that man as man, has 
A RiiiiiT TO HIJISELF — to his limbs, his mind. 

his body. A right to his lime, h s labor 

Ihe proceeds of his labor, for this is the 
property guarded by the eighth command. 
Now tbe command forbids not only that 
wc shall not take from man these "rights, 
but that we shall not so much as covet 
them. "Thou shalt not covet any thing 
that is thy neighbors." Does ho o.\n h s 
hai ds, his feet, bis body? We can't speak 

of them without rniplyiiig ihut he d es. 

The very word /i/s denotes that ihcy bo-' 
long lo him, and not to us. Now we may I 
not covet any thing that is our neighbors.
